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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments that Penny does not 
disclose a power converter and that Mizzuno does not disclose supplying power to the FC/SATA converter are piecemeal arguments 
regarding a §103 rejection. Mizzuno discloses that the converter supplies power to all of the disk's internal components (within the 
housing). Penny discloses the FC/SATA converter as an internal componet of the disk drive. These references were combined (with 
Oomori) for precisely the purpose of rectifying the deficiencies of each reference. Further, applicants* argument against the inclusion of a 
converter within the Penny FC/SATA interface is not persuasive. Although the reference does not detail the structure of the FC/SATA 
interface, it is inherent that the interface includes a converter in order to accomplish the goal of transmitting data between two unique, and 
normally incompatible, standards. 

The inclusion of the FC/SATA converter and the power converter within the housing of .the disk drive is a new limiation not previously 
considered. 
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
